Amendments & Claim Status 

[1] This "Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance" is responsive to "Amendment" 
received Oct. 5, 2010. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-15, 18-21, 31-35, 38-45, 47, and 49-54 remain pending. 

[2] In response to Amendment at 12-15, rejected Claims 43-45, 47, and 49-54 under § 101 as 
directed to non-statutory subject matter; rejected Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 8, 13, 15, 31, 32, 43, 45, 47, 
49 and 50 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Frishman et ah, U.S. Pub. No. 
2003/0044080 ("Frishman") in view of lee et al, U.S. Pat. No. 6,539,060 ("Lee"); and rejected 
Claim 33 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Frishman in view of Lee, and in 
further view of Thyagarajan et al., U.S. Pat. No. 6,529,634 ("Thyagarajan") are withdrawn. 

Remarks Persuasive 

Applicant argues that even the largest ROI is much smaller than the full block-size, such 
that any ROI is a subset or subdivision of the full block, and thus Frishman does not disclose or 
suggest "using a first deblocking filter on one or more edge pixels of the two neighboring blocks 
if only one of the two neighboring blocks is subdivided" as recited in Claim 1 . All ROIs appear 
to be subdivisions of the 8 x 8 blocks. Amendment 13 and 14.
